Suspect In stabbing death 
held; shooting is reported 


Johnny Owens of Hope was stabbed to death 
Je 


Saturday and a suspect is in custody in the Hempstead 
County Jail, according to Sheriff Henry Sinyard. 


Owens, 29, was stabbed twice-once *" me cnest and 


once under the left arm-following a fight at a private 
residence at 613 North Laurel St. Owens was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the Hempstead County 
Hospital. 


Being held in connection with the slaying is Earlie 


Martin, 44, of Emmet. Sinyard confiscated a pocket 
knife with a three-inch blade following the incident; he 
said the investigation is continuing. 


Joe Lee Hopson of Hope is in an undertermined 


condition in a Little Rock hospital following a shooting 
early Sunday morning at the Pink Elephant Cafe near 
Blevins, Sinyard said. 


A suspect in the shooting, Larry McFadden, 20, is 


being held in the county Jail. 


According to Sinyard, five shots from a .22 calibre 


pistol were fired about 12:30 a.m. during an argument, 
and one struck Hopson in the chest. He was trans- 
ferred to the Nevada County Hospital, then moved to 
the Little Rock hospital. 


Hopson is in an undetermined condition, but a 


hospital spokesman said surgery is scheduled for 
Wednesday to remove the bullet. 


Administration is pledged 
to negotiated VN peace 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers pledged the adminis- 
tration today to strive for a 
negotiated Vietnam settlement 
instead of the "immediate and 
complete withdrawal" prom- 
ised by the Democrats. 


Adtfceasing the opening hear- 


ing of tbe Platform Committee 
of the Republican National Con- 
vention, Rogers lauded the 
peace moves made by Presi- 
dmtNlpn and said; 


"As our military involvement 


(in Vietnam) ends we will con- 
tinue to provide economic sup- 
port and military supplies to 
South Vietnam to prevent a 
military takeover by North 
Vietnam. 


"Thus the political future of 


Vietnam will be left to the Viet- 
nsmeae themselves to be deter- 
mined by the political process." 


By ImpH^**"" Rogers re- 


jected the proposal of the 
DsifMMTstlf nrciilrtcintlsl nomi- 
nee, Sen. George McGovern, to 
withdraw two American divi- 
sions from Europe. He said the 


United States will seek early 
negotiations with the European 
allies for "mutual and balanced 
force reductions on both aides. 


Then, with obvious reference 


to McGovem's pun, he toU the 
platform drafters: 


"To avoid compromising our 


chances for success in such ne- 
gotiations, we will resist pre- 
mature pressures for withdraw- 
al of American troops alone." 


As teadoff witness for the ad- 


ministration a*~ the four-day 
hearings of the lOhnember 
GOP platform body, Rogers 
took pains to challenge the 
Democratic platform's charge 
that, whereas the President 
took office churning to have a 
secret plan for peace in Viet- 
nam, "Nixon's plan is still se- 
cret." 
Rogers also said that if the 


United States ignored a North 
Vietnamese peace signal four 
years ago 'It was President 
Johnson who missed the boat, 
not President Nixon."

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Presidential adviserflenry Kis- 
singer is conducting another se- 
cret Vietnam negotiating ses- 
sion in Paris today with North 
Vietnamese officials, the White 
House said. 


The meeting, 16th in a series 


of secret sessions Kissinger has 
conducted with Communist ne- 
gotiators, is the third secret 
session in the past six weeks. 


White House press secretary 


Ronald Ziegkr made the brief 
announcement, saying the Pres- 
ident's assistant for national se- 
curity affairs was meeting to- 
day with Hanoi politburo mem- 
ber Le Due Tho. 


Bombing halt is requirement 
to POWs' release, Clark says 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Former U.S. Atty. Gen. Ram- 
sey Clark says North Vietnam- 
ese leaders have assured him 
that American prisoners of war 
will be released "when we stop 
this senseless bombing and get 
on with the business of peace." 


Clark did not elaborate fully 


but did say he would speak in 
more detail at a news confer- 
ence today. 


Speaking briefly to newsmen 


Sunday night after bis arrival 
her* from Honolulu following a 
two-week tour of North Viet- 
nam, Clark said the assurances 
were "both written and verbal" 
end that among those who gave 
him the pledges about the pris- 
oners was the North Vietnam- 


ese foreign minister with whom 
he had a nearly three-hour con- 
ference. 
"There is no question that the 


POWs will be released when we 
stop this senseless bombing and 
get on with the business of 
peace," said Clark, who served 
in the administration of Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson. 


The North Vietnamese have 


demanded a halt to bombing, 
withdrawal of American troops 
and other conditions as a pre- 
lude »o ending the war 


Clark said the POWs he vis- 


ited during his tour was one of 
two reasons it was hard for 
him to return to the United 
States. 
"It's good to be home, as it 


usually is," he said, "but it's 
harder than usual for two rea- 
sons:" 


"As an American it doesn't 


make me feel good to see the 
inhumane waste in Vietnam." 
He said he had seen churches, 
dikes, schools, and villages de- 
stroyed by U.S. bombing. 


U.S. officials have denied 


that American warplanes have 
deliberately 
bombed 
North 


Vietnamese dikes, or any other 
nonmilitary target. 


And, he added, it was diffi- 


cult ~"to leave the prisoners 
nere _ strong, good men who 
want to come home." He said 
the treatment of POWs he saw 
was "very humane and very 
good under the circumstances." 


opportunity" for peace, Nixon's 
secretary of State talked with 
reporters fat Miami Beach, Fla. 


Rogers quoted W. Averell 


Harriman, chief negotiator at 
the Paris peace talks under 
Johnson, as saying the signal 
came in October or perhaps 
early November 1968. 


"That would mean the Demo- 


cratic administration had three 
months to act on the supposed 
signal before President Nixon 
.took office," Rogers told re- 
porters. 


"What did they do about it? 


I've been making a search of 
all papers and documents avail- 
able, and I find no trace of any 
such signal. 


"This thing has taken on an 


Alice-in-Wonderiand coloration. 
President Johnson was presi- 
dent then, and we cannot find 
that he passed on any reference 
to such a signal. 


"If someone missed a signal, 


it was President Johnson who 
missed the boat, not President 
Nixon." 


Rogers said that Harriman, 


Shriver and Cyrus R. Vance, 
Harriman's deputy negotiator 
at Paris, would have had re- 
sponsibility in the matter if the 
signal came at the time men- 
tioned by Harriman.

Time limitations ran out 
on $1.5 million robbery 


BOSTON (AP) — The 10-year 


Massachusetts statute of limita- 
tions ran out today on the $1.5- 
million Plymouth mail robbery, 
the slick holdup of a mail truck 
loaded with money bags. 


Authorities say not one cent 


of the huge cash haul, all in 
bills, has ever been found. 


Reaching the end of the stat- 


ute of limitations means no one 
may be prosecuted in the case, 
but authorities said the search 
for the money will continue. 


It also means that $200,000 in 


reward money put up jointly by 
the U.S. Post Office and the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Bos- 
ton for information leading to 
the conviction of the robbers 
will remain uncollected. 


Three persons were indicted 


on federal charges in the case. 
One disappeared before he 
could stand trial. The two oth- 
ers were acquitted by a federal 
jury. 


The Aug. 14, 1962 holdup be- 


gan at about 8:30 p.m. as a 
panel truck, heading 
from 


Hyannis to the Federal Reserve 
Bank in Boston, drove north on 
Route 3, passing through the 
outskirts of Plymouth. 


At a point where a hilly di- 


viding strip blocked the scene 
from the south-bound lane of 
the four-lane highway, two cars 
parked sideways blocked the 
truck's progress. 


Two men, one dressed as a 


policeman and the other in ci- 
vilian clothes, overpowered the 
driver, 
William Barrett of 


Mansfield, and the 
armed 


guard, Patrick Schena. 


The two mail employes were 


bound and put in the back of 


the truck with the money bags, 
and the holdup men drove the 
truck off. 


Finally, the two holdup men, 


abandoned the truck in Ran- 
dolph, about 60 miles from the 
robbery scene. 


In 1967, two of the three per- 


sons indicted in the case were 
brought to trial in federal court 
in Boston. 


It took the jury one hour's de- 


liberation to acquit John J. Kel- 
ly of Water-town and blonde, 
beautiful Patricia Diafeiio of 
Boston. 


The third person indicted, 


Thomas R. Richards of Wey- 
mouth, disappeared five days 
before his trial began and has 
not been found.

World powers warned not to forget UH 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — In bis first broad pol- 
icy statement since becoming 
secretary-general of the United 
Nations, Kurt Waldheim warns 
the big powers against trying to 
run the world without the world 
organiwtkn and asjerts his 
own responsibility to speak out 
on lift-or-death isjuffs 


The 53-year-oW Austrian, in 


Qffjce since Jan. 1, took his 
stand in ti* introduction to bis 
first annual report on the work 
of the organization, issued by 
V.N. 
headquarters 
Sunday 


wtyk Waldbeim was visiting 
(**•• 
II HH^if^ff* to the secretary 


general's position toward Presi- 
dent Nixon's talks in Peking 
and Moscow and to Nixon's re- 
cent blast at him for saying he 
had unofficial word from Hanoi 
that U.S. bombing had dam- 
aged North Vietnamese dikes 
and threatened "enormous hu- 
man suffering." 


"No matter what criticisms 


•or setbacks may arise," Wald- 
heim declared, "the unwritten 
moral responsibility which ev- 
ery secretary-general bears 
does not allow him to turn a 
blind eye when innocent civil- 
ian lives are placed in jeopardy 
on a large scale." 


He said "new and positive 


relationship" of the big powers 
is encouraging because it af- 
fords the possibility that at last 
the U.N. Security Council will 
work with unanimity. 


But he cautioned: "The idea 


of maintaining peace and se- 
curity in the world through a 
concert of great powers ... 
would seem to belong to the 
19th rather than to the 20th 
Century, where the process of 
technological advance and de- 
mocratization is producing a 
new form of world society. 


"The interests, the wisdom 


and the importance of tbe vast 
majority of medium and small- 
er powers cannot, at this point 


in history, be ignored in any 
durable system of world order. 


"The United Nations pro- 


vides, or should provide, the 
means by which all nations, 
great and small, participate on 
a basis of sovereign equality in 
the political process of estab- 
lishing and maintaining inter- 
national peace and security." 


Waldheim deplored tenden- 


cies to downgrade the United 
Nations and "to deride the or- 
ganization as such for its fail- 
ure immediately to succeed 
where 
everyone 
else 
has 


failed." 


He appla'Klfd the entry of the 


People's Republic of China into 


the United Nations but com- 
plained of "a certain unwilling- 
ness to involve the United Na- 
tions in the reconciliation of 
some conflicts," even with the 
Security Council now "more 
representative 
of the power re- 


alities in the world." 


In that connection, he repeat- 


ed his offer of last April to help 
settle the war in Vietnam and 
his statement of deep concern 
the month after that the United 
Nations could do nothing to end 
that war. 


He reported "encouraging de- 


velopments" between India and 
Pakistan and promising inter- 
communal talks in Cyprus.

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VN unit 
bombed 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. B52 


bombers today attacked units 
of a fresh North Vietnamese di- 
vision apparently trying to 
cross the demilitarized tone to 
reinforce the Quang Tri Front. 
Far to the south, Saigon forces 
fanned out in an effort to ward 
off an assault on South Viet- 
nam's southwestern borders. 


Heavy fighting was reported 


in both areas, and the Saigon 
command claimed 113 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
killed. It announced 28 South 
Vietnamese troops killed and 71 
wounded. 


About 30 B52 bombers hit in- 


side the DMZ and just above it, 
releasing 750 tons of explosives 
on North Vietnamese troops 
and supply stockpiles, U.S. 
sources said. 


The Saigon command report- 


ed 61 North Vietnamese were 
killed Sunday in a series of 
rights from the edges of Quang 
Tri City to the western and 
southern flanks of Hue. South 
Vietnamese losses were put at 
11 men killed and 43 wounded. 


On the southern front, about 


20 U.S. B52s struck at enemy 
troop concentrations between 
Saigon and the Cambodian bor- 
der and also to the north and 
northwest of the South Viet- 
namese capital. 


In Cambodia, 50 miles west 


of Saigon, South Vietnamese 
forces clashed in a day-long 
battle with the enemy near 
Kompong Rau. 


A communique said 52 of the 


enemy were Wiled and two 
prisoners captured, while South 
Vietnamese losses were 14 men 
killed and 28 wounded. 


Viet Cong terrorists also kept 


up their attacks to undermine 
the Saigon government's hold 
on the provinces. 
USSR to 
let Jews 
emigrate 


JERUSALEM (AP) — The 


Soviet leaders promised Presi- 
dent Nixon during his visit to 
Moscow in May that they will 
let 35,000 Jews emigrate to Is- 
rael each year, says Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller of New York. 


Unofficial sources in Moscow 


reported in March that the 
Kremlin planned to let 30,000 
Jews go to Israel this year, so 
the agreement which Rockefel- 
ler said Nixon obtained pre- 
sumably represents an increase 
of 5,000. 


In Washington at the White 


House, deputy press secretary 
Neal Ball said, "I know of no 
such agreement," but declined 
further comment. 


Winding up a four-day visit to 


Israel, Rockefeller told • news 
conference Sunday the issue of 
Soviet Jews was "high on the 
President's agenda" for the 
May summit. The governor 
said the President and Presi- 
dential Adviser Henry Kissin- 
ger told him about the agree- 
ment by the Kremlin's leaders 
to increase the emigration. 


Three Vietnamese were killed 


and 20 were wounded in a gre- 
nade attack on a militia office 
in Qui Nhon, on the central 
coast. 


Between 2,000 and 10,000 tons 


of ammunition were destroyed 
in a sapper attack on the am- 
munition depot at Long Binh, 12 
miles northeast of Siagon, the 
South Vietnamese said. 


A series of explosions also 


ripped through two ammunition 
dumps outside Pleiku in the 
central highlands, but the cause 
was not immediately known, 
the Saigon Command said. 


In the air war against North 


Vietnam, pilots from the car- 
rier Saratoga reported that 
they attacked barracks and 
storage buildings Sunday at the 
Hoi Doi military complex 20 
miles southwest of Haiphong, 
but smoke and darkness pre- 
vented them from making an- 
accurate assessment of dam- 
age. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced revised Vietnamese 
casualty figures for the crash 
Saturday of an Air Force C130 
transport in the Mekong Delta. 
It said more than 24 Vietnam- 
ese were killed, instad of seven 
as announced earlier. The 
American casualty figures—si?; 
killed and five injured—re- 
mained unchanged.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


years after a national panel 
sounded an alarm, Congress is 
still looking for the best way to 
help rescue millions of Ameri- 
cans endangered by unsafe con- 
sumer products in their homes 
and schools. 


While the concept of new fed- 


eral protection for consumers is 
winning increasing support on 
Capitol Hill in light of a 1970 
report by the congressionally 
created National Commission 


on Product Safety, a dispute 
continues over major organ- 
izational aspects. 


Experts estimate 20 million 


Americans a year are injured 
by products in or around their 
homes and schools, with 30,000 
deaths and 110,000 persons 
being permanently disabled. 
The annual cost to the economy 
is figured at more than $5 bil- 
lion.

Defense plank eyed 
at party hearings 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Support for a Strong national 
defense plank rejecting Demo- 
cratic proposals to slash the 
Pentagon budget and pull two 
divisions out of Europe was ex- 
pected to emerge at Republican 
platform hearings opening to- 
day. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers was the Platform Com- 
mittee's featured witness, and 
Sen. Robert Dote of Kansas, 
GOP 
national 
chairman, 


planned to greet the committee. 


Rep. John J. Rhodes of Ari- 


zona, GOP platform chairman, 
told reporters Sunday that the 
budget cutting plank of Demo- 
cratic presidential 
nominee 


George McGovern is "an isola- 
tionist document" that would 
leave Israel in peril and endan- 
ger American interests in other 
troubled areas. 


The defense and foreign pol- 


icy plank of the GOP platform 
will be made public next Fri- 
day if the committee keeps to 
its schedule, Rhodes said, and 
other sections will be released 
on Saturday and Sunday. 


The Republican National Con- 


vention opens next Monday and 
the completed platform will be 
presented to the convention 
Tuesday. 


Approval was expected to be 


virtually automatic, Rhodes 
told a news conference on the 
eve of the four-day platform 
hearings that a 96-page working 
draft of the platform, which 
had been reviewed and revised 


by the White House staff and 
himself, already was in the 
hands of his committee. 


"The finished document will, 


we hope, bear a close resem- 
blance to the draft," Rhodes 
said. 


Rhodes 
calmly 
answered 


charges that sessions of the 108- 
member committee, which will 
hear some 300 witnesses, will 
be largely perfunctory because 
an unpublished draft already 
exists. 


Such a working draft is 


standard procedure, Rhodes 
said, and in this case the White 
House made so many sugges- 
tions that the document grew to 
211 pages before it was boiled 
down again by Rhodes and 


platform committee aides. 


Rhodes said the $30 billion 


cut in defense spending pro- 
posed by McGovem would re- 
duce the United States to a sec 
ond-class power. 


"The Vietnam war is being 


wound down, but there are 
many other tensions in the 
world," Rhodes said. "One of 
them is the Middle East. Yet 
under McGovem's plan we 
would probably have no air-, 
craft carrier in the Mediterra- 
nean. 


"Our troop strength in Eu- 


rope would be reduced to a 
point where we could not rely 
on a sufficient force to trans- 
port to the Middle East if nec- 
essary," he said. 


Pay board leans to 
retaining present 
5.5% wage standard 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pay Board appears to be lean- 
ing toward retaining its 5.5-per- 
cent wage standard for the 
time being, even though a re- 
view of the ceiling is under 
way. 


Nixon administration officials 


privately doubt there'll be any 
change in the figure up or down 
anytime soon. For the record, 
they say the decision is up to 
the board. 


The board meets jointly with 


the Price Commission today in 
a session that probably will 
trigger debate on changing the 
standard. Spokesmen empha- 
size a decision is not likely 
soon. 


Labor Secretary James D. 


Hodgson last week said the 
board has taken a look at the 
5.5-per-cent standard and feels 
5.5-per-cent standard and feels 
it can "meet the President's 


that." 


The arguments for keeping 


the standard at the present lev- 
el center around the difficulties 
of next year's big round of la- 
bor negotiations. 


"All 
the heavy hitters are 


up" is the way one member de- 
scribed the situation. Contracts 
in a number of the large in- 
dustries, with the exception of 
steel, come up for bargaining 
in 1973. 


Organized labor, which now 


is felt by some insiders to be 
tacitly accepting the wage- 
price-control system, might ac- 
tively fight the program if the 
standard were lowered. 


The board, as it has done 


from the start, is considering 
public acceptance, apparently 
feeling that too much tightening 
could well cause an outbreak of 
strikes, damaging the economic 
recovery. 


al government exercises broad 
authority in the interest of their 
safety," says Rep. Harley O. 
Staggers, chairman of the 
House Commerce Committee, 
"existing federal authority to 
curb hazards in a majority of 
consumer products is virtually 
nonexistent." 


The national commission re- 


ported that in agencies which 
have some powers now, regu- 
lation is "burdened by unneces- 
sary procedural obstacles, cir- 
cumscribed investigative pow- 
ers, inadequate and ill-fitting 
sanctions, bureaucratic lassi- 
tude, timid administration, bar- 
gain-basement budgets, dis- 
torted priorities

directed technical resources." 


Thus, the Staggers committee 


has responded with a bill, due 
to reach the House for action 
soon, creating a new independ- 
ent regulatory commission with 
broad power to prevent or re- 
duce, product-related 
deaths 


and injuries. This would include 
setting mandatory safety stand- 
ards and banning products 
from the marketplace. 


But the Nixon administration 


is pressing for its own bill, ves- 
ting product-safety authority 
under the Food and Drug Ad- 
', ministration within the'Health, 
Education and Welfare Depart- 
ment. The President's proposal 
was turned down by the Stag- 
gers committee, but Republi- 
cans plan a floor fight on the 
issue. 


The 1970 study commission's 


report recommended the inde- 
pendent-regulatory-agency ap- 
proach, and the Staggers com- 
mittee agreed. Such an agency, 
Staggers said, would do the job 
"with the cold neutrality that 
the public has a right to ex- 
pect."

BELFAST (AP) - 
Land 


mines believed set by the Irish 
Republican Army killed two 
British soldiers today a few 
hours after the army reported 
a "dramatic reduction" in ter- 
rorist violence since the troops 
seized control of the IRA's 
strongholds two weeks ago. 


The two soldiers were on foot 


patrol in the Roman Catholic 
Andersonstown district of Bel- 
fast when a trip wire set off the 
mines. Their deaths brought 
the total of confirmed deaths to 
508 in three years of religious 
strife in Northern Ireland; 68 of 
the dead this year have been 
British soldiers. 


In its report earlier the army 


said "explosions were down to 
half and shooting incidents less 
than a quarter" in the two 
weeks since the troops opened 


up the Catholic districts in Bel- 
fast and Londonderry where 
the guerrillas had been in full 
control. 


Tha, troops have also uncov- 


ered scores of rifles and pistols, 
thousands of rounds of ammu- 
nition and more than 13,000 
pounds of explosives. 


The Army's increased mobil- 


ity as a result of the operation 
resulted Sunday in the capture 
of another top commander of 
the Irish Republican Army's 
Provisional wing in Belfast. 


Soldiers caught prison es- 


capee Terence Clarke, 21, who 
broke out of the capital's Crum- 
lin Road jail last year in a 
mass escape by IRA suspects. 


Despite the reduction in IRA 


operations, security forces fear 
a new bomb blitz because of a 
conference 
scheduled 
next 


month on Northern Ireland's fu- 
ture. Political sources believe 
the IRA may unleash a new 
bombing campaign in an at- 
tempt either to blast its way to 
the conference table or to pre- 
vent the meeting taking place. 


The talks have been sched- 


uled for Sept. 25-27 by William 
Whitelaw, the British adminis- 
trator for Northern Ireland. 
Whitelaw has asked the moder- 
ate Social Democratic and La- 
bor Party, Northern Ireland's 
only legal pro-Catholic party, to 
represent the Catholics. 


Leaders of the party said 


they have received warnings 
that the IRA might try to loll 
them and blame the slayings on 
Protestant extremists, hoping 
to fan the flames of sectarian 
bitterness. 


The legislation would cover 


"any article which is produced 
or distributed for sale to or for 
the use, consumption or enjoy- 
ment of a consumer in or 
around a household or resi- 
dence, a school, in recreation 
or otherwise." 


Specifically excluded from

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Making man-made marble

Dale Jones' workshop in Emmet smells of resin and 


rock dust. They are the primary ingredients in cultured 
marble he makes. 


Jones, a native of Nevada County, yielded to the urge 


to leave the big city and moved home to Emmet several 
months ago. "1 always wanted to go into business for 
myself," he explained," and I became interested in man- 
made marble through a guy I know. So I moved to 
Emmet, built myself a workshop, and here I am." 


He now devotes full time to his small but growing 


business. "Cultured marble is becoming very popular in 
the home building industry and I get busier all the time," 
he said. 
The items Jones makes includes vanity tops, table 


tops, and tub and shower enclosures, "but I could make 
just about anything anybody would want," he said. 


The first step in making cultured marble is preparing 


the tables and molds for pouring. Jones applies several 
coats of wax to make the surface slick, and then sprays 
on Gelcoat, a substance used to give the marble a glossy 
finish. 
Jones built his own table molds and some Fiberglas 


vanity molds, others he uses are produced by con> 
merical suppliers. When the Gelcoat is dry, Jones begins 
mixing the marble. 


Resin and rock dust are weighed and measured into a 


large pot. Then the mixing process begins. "Time is one 
of themost important things in making this stuff," Jones 
said as he worked. "Boy, when this stuff starts setting up 
I have to move in a hurry." A catalyst is added to the 
mixture in the last few minutes, starting the hardening 
action. Jones refers to it as the "hot stuff". Finally, color 
is stirred in by hand. 


Jones uses his hands to spread and gently pat the 


uncured marble into place. When the marble hardens the 
mold is removed and the curing process begins. A fresh 
pour needs about 12 to 14 hours to cure, depending on the 
temperature, he said. 


The cured marble is then lifted from the table and 


Jones begins waxing and preparing for another days 
work.

15. Membership is open to all 
department employes, but 
Miley said efforts had been 
concentrated on signing up 
maintenance employes. He said 
they are the department's low- 
est paid employes, averaging 
probably a little more than $2 
an hour.

GOP is getting 
ready for 1976 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


With no presidential nomination 
fight this year but one possibly 
looming four years away, the 
Republican party today began 
examining proposed broadened 
rule changes for 1976. 


A full day of hearings was 


scheduled by the Rules Com- 
mittee of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee to hear testi- 
mony from more than 20 wit- 
nesses, most of whom are urg- 
ing new approaches to expand 
the base of the party. 


After receiving the Rules 


Committee's recommendations 
Tuesday, the national com- 
mittee 
will 
decide 
what 


changes it will ask the con- 
vention's own rules committee 
to send to the floor for action 
by delegates next week. 


The convention opens next 


Monday, and President Nixon's 
renomination is assured. He 
has announced that Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew will again 
be his running mate. 


The two most controversial 


proposals before the committee 
would change the method of al- 
locating convention delegates 
among the states and give 


women, young people and 
blacks more responsibility with- 
in the party. 


Heavy attacks have been 


made on both proposals by con- 
servative 
Republicans who 


think they are designed to 
weaken conservative influence 
in the party and damage Ag- 
new's chances for the 1976 pres- 
idential nomination if he should 
want it. 


The basic reform proposals 


before the Rules Committee 
were drawn up last year by the 
Delegates 
and Organization 


Committee, a special panel 
created by the national com- 
mittee in 1968. 


Most of the special panel's 


recommendations have been 
accepted informally by party 
leaders, but those calling for 
state delegations to be balanced 
equally between men and wom- 
en and to include youths under 
25 in proportion to their voting 
strength in each state have 
been widely denounced as ef- 
forts to set quotas. 


Prospects for approval of the

lawyers sharing one full-time 
position at the Smithsonian In- 
stitution in Washington. 


Barbara Springer of Ardsley, 


N.Y.. housewife and mother of 
three, is one ol two librarians 
sharing one position at a col- 
lege library near their home. 


Alice MacDonald of Newton 


Center, Mass., housewife and 
mother of two, is one of two sor 
cial workers sharing one case- 
load in the Massachusetts Pub- 
lic Welfare Department. 


All are participants in job 


sharing—two part-time 
workers 
carrying 
the 


responsibility of one full-tune 
position. Women's groups are 
showing enthusiasm for the 
concept; many potential em- 
ployers are more guarded in 
their reaction. 


"I feel like a person again," 


said Ms. Malaro, as she prefers 
to be called. "When you stay 
home, the housework becomes 
dull and monotonous. But when 
I got into the legal profession 
again, I MW things at home are 
just aylmportant as those in 
the office. The days I'm at 
home, I enjoy it more. I have 
more perspective now." 


Mrs. Springer and Mrs. Mac- 


Donald agree. They say they're 
home in time to have dinner on 
the table, don't feel as tired 
during the day and, perhaps 
more important to them, have 
an identity of their own. 


All three women split fringe 


benefits such as stfi leave and 
vacation with their partners. 
All concede that they are not

than from one full-time person 
who doesn't work at full capac- 
ity," said Felice N. Schwartz. 
"You increase your reservoir of 
people to draw from. There's a 
higher energy level. Employers 
must realize that if they're not 
more flexible with job sched- 
ules, they'll have to com- 
promise quality." 


Mrs. Schwartz, 47, is founder 


and president of Catalyst, a 
nonprofit, New York-based or- 
ganization 
devoted 
to 
ex- 


panding employment opportun- 
ities for college-educated fami- 
ly women. 


In the past two years, she 


and Catalyst staffers have ap- 
proached more than 1,000 large 
companies and other business 
organizations, most of which, 
she said, are interested in ex- 
ploring the idea of job sharing. 


But 10 employment services 


surveyed by The Associated 
Press indicated employers are 
less than enthusiastic. 


"It's very very difficult to 


convince employers this works 
unless you have the living, 
breathing pair right in front of 
them," said Jane Fleming, who 
shares her job as director of 
the counseling and information 
service for Washington Oppor- 
tunities for Women. In the six 
years the service has been op- 
erating, she said, it has located 
only six women in shared jobs. 


Directors of tine Boston Proj- 


ect for Careers said they have 
talked with 50 employers about 
job sharing since last Septem- 
ber. None has been willing to 
experiment with the idea. 


A two-year pilot program 


sponsored by Catalyst with the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Social Services in Boston re- 
sulted in 1,500 job inquiries. 
Fifty part-time case workers 
were hired for 25 full-time jobs. 
Departmental statistics show 
that half-timers had proportio- 
nally more face-to-face client 
contacts than their full-time 
counterparts- 


"The principal advantage 


was that this system gave us a 
high quality, mature woman to 
handle a thankless kind of job," 
said Daniel I. Cronin, former 
regional director of the Boston 
welfare office. 
Mrs. Schwartz and Cronin ac- 


knowledged disadvantages in 
putting two part-time workers 
in one job. The employer has to 
deal with two personalities. 
More paperwork, training and 
supervision 
sometimes 
are 


needed. 


But Cronin said that as an 


employer he found the advan- 
tages outweighed the dis- 
advantages. 


form-minded Republican sena- 
tors and representatives said 
they were unable to support 
them. 


The reformers are recom- 


mending instead that the par- 
ty's basic antidiscrimination 
rule be expanded to include 
clauses against discrimination 
on the basis of sex or age and 
that state parties take positive 
steps to see that the rule is ob- 
served.

each state, regardless of size, 
that went Republican in the 
previous election. The system

unconstitutional 


recently by a federal district 
court in Washington. That rul- 
ing has been appealed by -the 
Republican 
National Com- 


mittee.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP)- 


Police today briefly (dreed 
about SO demonstrators 
to 


abandon a makeshift campsite 
they had established in Fife 
mingo Park in anticipation or 
the Republican National Con- 
vention. 


The youthful protesters, who 


set up the camp at dusk Sun- 
day, left peacefully when police 
ordered them out of the park 
before 
dawn.

camping without a permit from 
the City Council, which allowed 
several thousand protesters to 
sleep in the park during the 
Democratic National Con- 
vention in July.

The demonstrators have said

Tucker 
said 
he 
had 


frequently taken a stand. 


"Let me make a statement 


for the record once and for 
all," Tucker said. "I do favor 
the death penalty under certain 
circumstances." 


He said that he would favor 


capital punishment in cases of 
planned, premediated murder, 
the killing of prison guards in 
an escape attempt and in the 
killing of a policeman in the 
line of duty.
